No estimate of their uiimberB is giveu 
but llie withdrawal of Boers from places 
whole tliey have been in contact with 
the British except tli.e district near Lady- 
sii.iitli may raise the resi/jting force to 
3U,(JU0 men. This lignrc at;.-^niiies lliat 
the Boers Imve between CO.OOU and 70,- 
UUO meiiiiu Uie lield. 

This army across the path of Lord 
Kobcrts gives signilicance to General 
Cronje'fj steadfiisl defence. He has en- 
gaged tile corps of Ijord Itoberls fur ten 
ilayri now and lie lias given time for the 
dispersed Boer faclions to get together 
and to prepare positions to receive the 
British advance when Cronje is over- 
come and Lord Itoberts moves forward. 
It is dilllcult to conceive that the Boerri 
are strong enough to take the offonijivc 
and to rescue (Jeueral Cronje from his 
serious situation. 

The war olllco had nothing after mid- 
night to indicate his collaps>sand he 
may hold oat for a few days. ^iQomfe- 
pondeuts asBcrt thftt he abandoned, his 
footl supplies bmt ha« abundant sujiplies 
of cartridges. 

A despatch Jo the Daily Chronicle 
from Paurdeberg dated Friday, Febru- 
ary 23, says: "General Cronje's attempt 
to mount guns was frustrated by bur ar- 
tillery." 

Lord Uoberts has recently received 
tiovenly-two piece.s of UKtillery. All have 
been sent to Paardeburg. Probably tlie 
Kightb l>ivision will leave Fngland next 
Monday. 

A despatch dated Friday to the Times 
from I'aardeberg says several thousand 
Boers are now hovering in that neigh- 
borhood. 

The Lluily Mail says there are about 
4,000 men beleaguered in Cen. Cronje's 
camp. His wifi; is not with him, al- 
though there are women and children in 
tlie camp. The Bcjer pcsilion now is al- 
most exclusively coiiliued to the river 
bed. The enemy are entirely at our 
mercy, but Lord Roberts is treating them 
with great coiiriideration from motives 
of luinianity. 

An additional list of British casualtieH 
at Paardeberg, February IS, is an- 
nounced, and gives a lieutcnaut and 
eigbl men killed, a lietitenant and Bcveii 
men inis*^iiig, and .'JS men wounded. 

A despatch to Daily News from 
Lorenno Manpies dated I'^iday, Febru- 
ary 2.'i, says; "It is reported hero that 
.^.OOd burghers left Ladysinith for the 
I'ree State. The Boors are concentrat- 
ing their forces thirty miles outside 
Bloemfontein and the Free State gov- 
ernmeat is moving to Winburg. Roin- 
forcement« from all parts are passing 
througli Bloemfontein hourly. 

"Preriideiit Steyn has telegraphed Pre-

British Will Keep Up With GL 
gtntic Programme of 
Other Powers. 



Plans Well Matured for Colon- 
ial Share In Naval 
Reserve. 



Loudon, Feb. 20.— In introducing the 
naval estimates in the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Mr. George J. Goschen, 
tlie^ first lord of the admiralty, said 
tKere'vwaa nothing spasmodic or sensa- 
tional thereip. The total, with the ex- 
pected additions, would bo £30,000,000. 
'rhere had been complaints that the esti- 
mates would be sensational, but the 
government fully reoUzed the situation 
and knew the nation expected the navy 
to be prepared for all emergencies, and 
the estimates were arranged ou that 
footing. Nothing had bec-n put down 
for the mobjlization of the tloeis. If 
mobilizjition should be necessory the 
government would not hesitate to mobil- 
ize and come to parliament for money. 
He thought the time had not arrived 
for taking that course, and h* hoped 
that it would not arrive. 

(J rent Britain was not menaced by 
any naval power. Europe knew her 
strength and tlie number of ships she 
possessed. There were times when a 
demonstration was advisable, but the 
government did not think it advisable 
upon this occasion. 

lleroaftor ships of the reserve squad- 
roii, instead of going singly for firing 
practice, would act together and prac- 
tise tactics in addition. 

Regarding the export of coal, Mr. 
Goschen annoimccd that the govern- 
ment could not prohibit it unless at war 
Willi a foreign power or in an emerg- 
ency very dilTerent from the present 
time. 

The admiralty was considering how it 
could organize a naval reserve in con- 
junction with the colonies. Ho ex- 
plained that with an adequate organiza- 
tion till? government could get a very 
valuable contingent from Canada and 
Australia. The negotiations with Can- 
ada were very well advanced. Canada 
asked that the period of training be re- 
duced, but a tinal decision on the sub- 
ject bad not yet been reached. 

When the peace ccmference had been 
called it had been suggested that pos- 
sibly a beginning of further building of 
battleships might be sus])i>nded with a 
view of ascertaining tlu' ."i'ntimeuts of 
the conference. (Jreat Britain hiid 
suggested a reduction of armaments, 
lull nothing had been done, and in the 
six months since the co'iference more 
gigantic programmes, stretching for- 
ward eight, sixteen and eighteen yenrs. 
had been put forward than ever before 
had entered the minds of the powers. 

Great Britain proposed to spend iu

London, Feb. 27.— Tho Times has tho 
following from Pictermnritzburg dated 
Friday, I''ebruary 23: 

"The Dubliu Fusiliers again distin- 
guinlied themsdvos by volunteering to 
take GrobcMr's Kloof, which they did. 
Tliis gallant battalion, which began tho 
campaign eight hundred and fifty, can 
now' miister on parade only between 100 
aad 200 of its original numbers." 

^Ir. Churchill iu a despatch to the 
Morning Post from Freire Oamp dated 
Sunday says: "The idea that the Boers 
are raising the siege of Ladysmith is 
premature.

Duriiis 
last ovoniii',' it was i-iirront talk ia tliu 
haunts of the politicians that a proposi- 
tion emanating from recognized loiulora 
of the opposition had been prosentinl in 
writing to tho Knvrnnncnt, suu'.u'oslinL; a 
basis of fonccssidUf^ in policy and ollior- 
wiso upoii whii'li a union of interest 
niiKhl lie effected, and later in the even- 
ing a niecLin}; of government followers 
was hold at tho Hotel Driard. at which 
the ultimatum— if such it may be termed 
—of tho opptvition received consiileralion. 
After the meeting; the Colonist was in- 
formed by two who were there that tho 
proposition had been rejected, as the op- 
position had asked altogether too much, 
inclusive of two or three portfolios and 
the abaiidonnuMit of at least three fea- 
tures of government policy. After an- 
other and short period of waiting Prem- 
ier Semlin and his colleagues— at 11 
o'clock— wore driven to Govorament 
House, tho report being given out that 
the ol)ject of tho late vi.sit to His Honor 
was to inform him that tho government^ 
strength had boon very materially in- 
creased and ask that he await any con- 
templated action until a vote of confi- 
dence miglit 1)0 taken in tho house. It 
was one o'clock when the ministers re- 
turned ta their hotel, and all wore happy 
It is assimed that a suOeient d«fection 
from tho ranks of their opponents has 
taken place to give them a working ma- 
jority, the names of at least five mem- 
bers being prominently mcutionod ia cnn- 
nectioii; wliile a member of tho cabhiet 
informed the Colonist that a majority of 
ten woidd he shown by tho government, 
still led by Mr. Semlin, at the reassem- 
bling of tho legislature.

I'oei s. 

.V conip;iiiy of Yorkshires were sent to 
cle;ir out the Boors, but the attempt 
failed, the Boers oiioning a heavy fire 
a;i<i the British having no I'ovor. Tho 
British then ;igain opened lioiivy ritle lire, 
which ;ig:iin silenced the Boers. Tho 
I'oors niado seviM'iil attempts to run but 
tho Ma.viins opened upon them cfEoclu;ilIy 
ami checked tlicni. 

Tho Buffs now worked carefully ;ind 
ciitiliously around anil got withiii l.'iO 
yards of the Boor.s. lOieility Floors sur- 
retuiered, but nmny, it appears, escaped, 
going singly. .Most of tho [irisoners had 
just arrived from I.iidysmith. They eom- 
jilaiiieii of llie bad gcneriilship of their 
leaders. Xcjirly every niiui e:u'ried e.x- 
lilosivo liiillels and live lirilisli were 
woimdeil with these missiles. I have 
seen the bullets. One Boer carried ,"iO. 

'i'here is no. longer tho slightest doulits 
that tho l"?oers ;ire gradiiajly dise;iriling 
;ill rules of civilized warfare. The othor 
ihiy they poiirod the cnntents of a Viek- 
er's Jfa.xim gun into an amlmlanco, 
which happened, however, to bo empty, 
some three hundred yards away from the 
nearest troops. 

The war balloon is doing c.vcidlcnt ser- 
vice. Early this ntoriiing it arose to a 
groat height and discovered in tlio bod 
of tho river four wagons, which con- 
tained ammunition. Three wcro e.xplwd- 
ed by tho British sheila nn hour after- 
wards. The balloon observer aJso dis- 
covered a number of horses coiicealor 
near these, which also received attention 
ffiini the British.

Ottawa, Fob. 17.— Politiciius and t-iti- 
zt'im have not (.'cased tiilkiiif? about tlio 
rt'oigiiation of General lluttoii, and llioy 
will not qiiil tho diseussioii uiilil all tliu 
facts conuet'teil "vvitli the Uoiienirfi de- 
partare Irom Canada are known. Q?berc 
are some people •who consider that the 
Hughes episode is largely responsible for 
• ho Gtueral's resiguation of h\ti odice, 
hut there are others who point out that, 
After all, this is bat a comparatively triv- 
ial matter, and that thure must be rea- 
sons far deepur and strongiT. Indeed, 
the General himself, at the bri;,'ade din- 
ner on Wednesday evening, hinted that 
there were very strong reasons which 
had led him to eurrendor his post, but 
beyond saying this, and enipliatieally 
denying the Btateuient of La I'atrie that 
he waa the chief source of ins|)iration to 
the newspapers who agitated for the 
sending of thv' first contingent, he would 
say nothing. Col. I'rior, who evidently 
knows something of the inner history of 
what hari been going on in military cir- 
cles, is determined to g'et at the facts, 
and will leave no stone unturned to ac- 
complish this object. Already sulllcient 
is known to warrant the belief that the 
breach between the governiiient and the 
General was a mo*it serious one. it got 
to that point, it is said, that the gov- 
ernmeut pustied an order-in-oonncil actu- 
nlly dismissing the iconuuander-iu-chief, 
and rumor luis it that His Kxcelloncy 
emphatically declined to sigu the order, 
and reported all the facts to England, 
with the result that, in order to relieve 
the tension, the war ofllce, gave the Gen- 
eral an appointment iu South Africa. 

Looking beneath the surface it appears 
that the man who has been after the 
General with a little knife, is Mr. Tarte. 
The Minister of of Public Works cannot 
overcome his chagrin that Canadian 
troops have boeu sent to South Africa. 
A man possessing honor and self-respect, 
if he had been a nuMiiber of the British 
government, and dilTering eo vitally from 
his colleagues, would have resigned his 
portfolio, but as 1 have remarked be- 
fore, the virtue of reaignatioi\ is not 
jiosscssed by Mr. Tarte. Accordingly ho 
remains iu the cabinet and endeavors to 
create disaffection amongst a certain tiec- 
liou of the community. Although, as 
your readers are well aware, Generai 
Hutton was in British Columbia when 
the tirst contingent was organized, it is 
well known that tlio whole .scheme of 
mobilization of a force for service in 
South Africa had been prepared by him 
in advance. The Geueral rightly fore- 
saw what was condng, and although it 
took the government a long time to make 
lip its mind, the word at last went forth 
to prepare un infantry regiment for ser- 
vice in South Africa. It was because 
?\Ir. Tarte knew that General Hutton 
had prepared a plan for a composite 
lorce, consisting of artillery, cavalry and 
infantry, some weeks before, that he as- 
sumed the General had been prodding 
the newspapers to get up an agitation. 
No. persons know, better than the news- 
paper editors of'Canada how groundless 
Is^'such .a istatement. Indeed, while it is 
an iusdlt to the public to Insinuate such 
a thing, it shows also what a short- 
sighted and narrow gauge politican .Mr. 
Tarte is, otherwise he must have antici- 
pated what was forthcoming. Hut he did 
not, and what is more he started out to 
make things so uucomfortuble for the 
General that those in tlie inner circle at 
Ott.awa realized that the tight could only 
result in one way. Weeks ago, writing 
in Ija Patrie, combatting the proposal 
that Canada should take part in the de- 
fanee of the Empire, Mr. T'arte said: 

"The commander of the Canadian mili- 
tary force is an odicer, appointed, it i.s 
true, by the Imperial government, but 
.paid with the money of the CanadiaJi 
people, and it does not belong to General 
Hutton to dictate the' military or civil 
jiolicy of the government. Ho is purely 
and simply an executive otlicer. Any al- 
ttjnipt on the part of thi.s ollli'er to ar^- 
sume another role can have only one tl^ 
suit, and that is his return lo lOngland. 
There must be no misunderstanding.s on 
the subject. 

"General Hutton has friends v.iio are 
('omi)roniising him, and doing him a 
i;reat deal of harm. It is in fact freely 
declared that the General has dedared 
that in Australia, where he occuprt>d a 
liiinUar .position .to the one he holds here, 
he'fcame into conflict with the govern- 
ment, hut that he finally had his own 
veay. We hope (Jeneral Hutton did not 
use jiny such ianguag:o as fliis. We hojie 
also XhoX h^ iievcr dspireq to a similar 
adrcntute with 'th'e government of thia 
country, ibecanse if such were 'the case 
he would get out very quickly .and ter- 
ribly crestfallen. 

"It has often been snid that the com- 
mander of loer forces, fe'hould be a Cana- 
dian oliicer, and if General Huttoti seeks 
to play the role that he is credited 
with, lie wi3I create a current of opinion 
in this direction that the ' strongivil gov- 
ernment would not be able to resist. 
Loyal to the tipn of their fijigernails, .tin; 
I>eople of Canada are independent to llie 
very rootji of iheir hair." 

From the day this was written Mr. 
Tarte has ^)een after the Geueral with 
the result that at Inst tin? Generai throws 
up hiw Jiosition. The country has imt 
ix'.nrd the last, by any means, of the in- 
cident.

has brought Qi:t-, iu marked relief the 
contrast between the policy of the gov- 
ernment and of the opposition. The 
Conservatives loyally support the pro- 
posal to give the volunteers the differ- 
ence in the pay, but wish the govern- 
ment hud gone further, and had pro- 
posed to recompense, the volunteers to 
a much greater extent than is i>rovided 
by the resolutions. The sensation of 
the. debate was the speech, not of Mr. 
Bourassa, who had long ago unnuisked 
himself, but that of Mr. Mon -t. Ho 
declared himself opposed to Canada's 
' participation in the wars of the Em- 
I pire, and further declared in favor of 
Canadian indepemlence. Both liour- 
assa anil Monet delivered strong pro- 
Boer speechcH, but while Bourassa 
wound up by declaring that he will 
support the government on the resolu- 
tions, Monet was most emphatic in de- 
claring that he would not. It was 
somewhat painful to members, even on 
the Liberal side, to hear two of those 
sitting v.ith them In the house defend- 
ing the Boers, and it Is safe to say that 
the Liberala will hear further about the 
disloyal utterances of two of their 
prominent members. 

VICTOniA RIFLE RANGE. 
Kritish Columbia affairs have been 
well to the front during the iiast week. 
In answer to Col. Prior, Dr. Borde.n 
stated that it is the intention to provide 
a proper rille range at Clover Point, 
Victoria, if the ditllculty arising fruin 
the proximity of the proposed public 
road cfin be overcome. 'I'he depart- 
ment has the matter now under consid- 
eration. 

AN AFFRONT BY TARTE. 
Easti'rn people can well understand 
the indignation of British Columbians 
over the action of the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works in sending '2'.] men from Ot- 
tawa to work ou the construction of the 
Qucsnelle-Atlin telegraph line. Mr. 
Tarte informed Col. I'rior that these 2:! 
men sent out are a nucleus of skilled, 
workmen. If the Minister of Public 
Works means tliat all these men are 
skilled in telegraph construction work, 
it is a gross fabrication, as some of 
them have never previously been en- 
gaged in this class of work, and hardly 
know the difference between .in insu- 
lator and a cross-tree. 

COUNTY COURT JUDGES. 
Sir Ilibbert Tupper and Col. Prior 
made out a good case in favor of justice 
being done to the county court judges 
of British Columbia, owing to the 
breach of faith by the Semlin govern- 
ment, but while Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had to admit that the judges bad a 
grievance, and that the provincial gov- 
ernment bad been g,u\\ty of a gross 
breach of faith, he could not give any 
promise that the federal government 
would secure redress, 

FRATERNAL SOCIETIES. 
The friendly societies are chuckling 
over the ministerial announcement that 
there is to be no measure introduced 
tills eession touching these societies. 
They were not yearning for such a bill 
particularly, and the measiire brought 
down last session was a most obje(,-tion- 
able one, in that it sought tu p\it the 
entire power for regulating societies of 
this kind into the hands of the sup,'rin- 
tendent of insurance, a gentleman 
whose predilections in favor of the old- 
line comp.mies is well known. The dif- 
ferent fraternal organizations were pre- 
pared to put up a big fight so that they 
could Bocurc a workable bill, but it is 
evident the government was nut pre- 
pared to back up its measure, and 
rather than have It emasculated pre- 
fers to withdraw it altogether.

THE POLITICAL SITUATIO.N. 

l''i-oin cviTy (iiKirtci- ycslorday llu' i'o'i- 
oni«t lu'anl luMiiy expn-ssious ul a].- 
liroval of thi' position taluMi I'y it "i' 
Sunday morning in regavtl to tlie poli- 
tical situation and the attitmli.' of the 
•best r'«W'<" opinion in tlu> priivim-o to- 
wards it. ^V^> do not pfoU'iul to Unnw 
•\vl> It to-(liiy ^vill lu-ins forth, ami ari' 
luit ^Mvatly cdni-iTnoa about it. Tlio 
Colonist tocl^ that it has tlono it« iluty 
«ad tlic responsibility of crystallizing in- 
to concreto form tbc principles which it 
has advocatcil rost.s olsowluTC. 

Throngh this sorioiis political crisis the 
Colonist has had only ono olijoct in view, 
namely, to advance the best interests of 
British Cohnnbia, in whoso future it.s 
own pro^p.n-ity and that of lliosr- f.ir 
whoia it is able to spoak i.- liounii up. 
^Vc have felt that our duly was far 
above all mere personal, party or sec- 
tional considerations, and wo shall Joavp 
the public to deoido how that duty has 
Iboen dificharsod. Wo fi'ol this ninniint' 
thai, apart iicrhaps from porsonal rcfiT- 
onci'fi niiulc in the hont of contniviTsy, 
there is uothiuK bt-aring upon the polili- 
cill situation wliicb wo have any " i-h 
ilo have left unsaid. 

It is in this same atlitmie of inind 
tlial wo shall approach any new phase 
..an local poltics. The interests of the 
province, as wo underetaud them, shall 
continue to occupy tbc foremost place in 
our regard, and, absolutely tuitrannnelled 
by tlic events of the past, we shall labor 
•\vitli what ability is at our command to 
secure for British Colnmbia the best ad- 
onin&tration of affairs, the best poIicioB 
sind tbo best legislation possible. .V 
great work must bo done in tliis prov- 
iiuM\ with its almost infinite resources 
juiil capabilitirtJ. To have .some part in 
thin, to contribute, if only a little to its 
successful accomplishment will be our 
constant object in the future as in the 
past. 

THE MEMORIAL SKUVICK. 

Sunday's nieuiorial service in the 
Urill hall was unique. There have 
doubtless been many memorial services 
held by military organizations, when 
comrades have fallen on the field of 
battle; but there probably never was 
one whore men mourned comrades slain 
ten thousand miles away, and there 
have been few where colonists paid 
their tribute to soldiers fallen in defcnci' 
of the Mother Country. Similar trib- 
utes may have been rendered elsewhere 
in the (■(ilonies during tiie last few 
months; but no occa.siou calling such 
forth has over before arisen in the 
history of this or any other empire. 

So f:ir as Victoria is eoiicerued. as 
tlicre was no iirei.-edeiit for siU'li a ser- 
vice, so there can be no reproduction of 
it in all its features. In the vicissi- 
tudes of war it miiy well be that more 
of our boys may bo uuml)prcd with the 
dead. It can bardli' be otherwise, liir 
the .strife is far from ended. There 
ni.iy be frrcater individual f^vivi on 
liilnre occasions, but never can the 
heart of the people be touched again as 
it was when the fate of thp four men 
of the "Victoria contingent was nnolo 
kiaown. It w;ls nur lirst contribution 
of blood and life to tlic cause of the 
Empire, and it was eminently fitting 
that public appreciation of it should be 
marked in sonu' signal way, Tlio 
.licoplo of Victoria are much indebted to 
_Liput.-Col. Gregory for the oppor.niiity 
afforded them on Siinil.ay, and wo .■ire 
much mistaken if the short and solemn 
services did not do more to stir up the 
loyalty of the people than any other 
incident since the wai' began. 

II is necessary Id see events in per- 
spective in order to appreciate their 
true significance, and we are too near 
what is now transpiring and of which 
Suiulay"s senico was by no moans an 
unimportant phase Id correctly estimate 
the value of the part taken by Vic- 
toria's boys in the war for freedom and 
the Empire. History will do it full 
juslieo, and it will be somcthinK ' for 
young people who were present at the 
Drill hall on .Sunday to remember that 
they took jiart in a .service in memory 
of the first Canadians to die while 
fighting as Canadians for tbc flag and 
nil which it implios. 



1. .VIOTORIA-CHILLIWAOK. 

, The adyocates of the Victoria-Chilli- 
wnck by-law have not felt it to be their 

duly to answer a single criticism nuide 
against it. Ordinarily this wonid be 
.accepte<l ns establishing that these 
.Celticisms are unanswerable. In- private 
conversation the IVy-lnw lidvocntes 
evinen some warmth, but oven then 
they do not si om to fee! called upon to 
licfHUd' tJwNr soheine. They content 



themselves with decry ing those who do 
not admit that the business aspect of 
their scheme is Siiiind. This is really 
aU:therev1a,iii^.jthe-?(ise. ; It^ Is^a business 
propoHlt'ion "or it Is' nothilig''ai: all, and 
if wo may not discuss it from p. business 
standpoint, wo cannot discuss it at all. 

The Colonisfs opposition is, not to a 
fvrry connection with thc-Iiowcr Main- 
land. It is heartily in favor of such a 
thing. What it opposes is au effort to 
got the city to undcrtalto something 
\\ hich no business man would ur.der- 
taki- witlitiut more information than 
lias l>oeu placed before the ratepayers. 
The ratepayers (stand towards this pro- 
posed by-law exactly in the position of 
a man who is asked to put money in a 
liusiiie.ss venture. Sucli a man would 
naturally ask tor particulars abojt it, 
lie would want to know what he was 
going to get for his money; what Itabili' 
ties, if any, he would incur; who else 
are going into it, how nuu'h they are 
going to put in; how much money the 
eutorprisp will call for, and c variety of 
other things. The ratepayers arc prac- 
tically without information on any of 
these points, and yet they are asked to 
put ,'?,')(1l),00l) into the scheme. We 
hardly think they will do so. 

If they decide to invest, and the 
invi'stnient proves in !ic a niistaUe, the 
(.'(ilonisl will have the satisfaction ol 
knowing th;it it pointed out thi' paucity 
of the infornialion fnrnishi'd the rate- 
payers. If it should prove a success, 
we will have the satisfaction of having 
ilinn- our plain duty in criticizing the 
project in a thoroughly iiniiartial way. 

ITODKli.VL rOLlTK'S, 

There is sutiu'ifiingly little of interest 
nuw transiiirin.i; in federal poliiic^. The 
ilcb.iics in parliament arc iliill ami the 
editorials in tlie party ni'W>papers are 
of the most porfuuctory kintl. Both 
parties scorn to be resting on their oars, 
ami nidess M)Mielliinu' nm'xpeiieil iran.s- 
pires the Deininion seems likely tn drift 
into a political doldriiin-i. Something 
similar occurred in the I'ldted States 
after the two parties, into which piil)lie 
inen were divided at the lieginnini.' of 
the republic, liad fonglit out their issues 
and in(xst: nf tlii' original leaders had 
passed oil" Ihi' si-cne. Then o.'curred in 
th.it country wli.al was called "the era 
111 good feeling," wlven party politics 
seemed for the time to be forgotten. 
•'The administration ot .Monrne."' says 
."•^criljiier's Ili.story uf the fnited Stales, 
"was a period of transition in whi(di the 
old party divisiouA upon question hav- 
ing only a temporary interest grndually 
disappeared. Hut l)eneatli the appan-nt 
calm of 'the era of good feeling" new 
parties were slowly forming upon es- 
sentially radical principles, on the over- 
throw of or establishment of which 
n-.n.st ultimately rest tlie stability of the 
government and the welfare of the peo- 
ple. Not tliat these difl'orences were 
at tiivt distinctly seen or generally un- 
derstood; but under the force of cir- 
cumstances— -the increase of population, 
the settlement of now country, the in- 
crease of material prosperity, the new 
appliances of inilnstry. the .u-reater earn- 
estness ot the struggle for politi<'al nu- 
premaey between the two systems of so- 
ciety, one resting on the rights of free- 
men and the othi'r on the privileges of 
the holders of slavi«— took new and 
more positive forms." We have in Can- 
.'ida all the elements which led to the 
era of good feeling in the I'nited Stales. 
The issues which divided parties at Con- 
federation have hron settled and the 
views bold by the Conservative party 
have been generally aeoepled as ilie sel- 
tled policy of the country, Miwt of the 
men who brought about the union have 
;iassed off the fitngp of action. Popiila- 
linri is iner(>asing, lU'w cnnntr.v is being 
seiilcii, niateri.al jirosperity is increasing, 
new inilustrial appliances are alinosl 
daily cdining into use. and though there 
is no struggle in Canada bet ween (slave- 
owners and abolitionists, there ifl a 
prospect of vigorous contest betwoon la- 
bor and capital fiu- polilicil supremacy. 
So whili' We have all the eumlil ions 
necessary to ijring out a temporary con- 
diiion in fedcriil polities marked by 
dullness and the nWncp of very keen 
party strife, wc have also the elements 
for the formation of :i new line of jioli- 
lii-,al cl(>av,aL'i'. elements which will 
:'iorlly ripen into all-absorbim: issues. 

The r>anrier government has <lone lit- 
tle pl.se than follow in the footsteps of 
its predecessors, the departures from- 
thom being too trivial to raine issues with 
wliich the jieopli' will cunccrn them- 
■■(dves. Federal politics have Ihi'i-efore | 
largely come to bo confined id m.ilti rs 
nf administration, not matters ni" pulicy. 
'I'he difference is railieal. Take for ex- 
.amph. British Coliunbia: The matter 
that has boon in our minds here more 
th.an anything else in sn far as fi.||ei-al 
alTairs are concerned, is tlie way in 
which affairs in the Yukon have been 
cnrriod on. ■ It is almost impoAsiblo to 
find n man here, no matter what his 
political alleginnc(> may he, who will 
not frankly admit that the administra- 
tion o^f the Yukon have been grossly 
niismunngpd, and a very largo propor- 
tion of those wliD are eonveivnnt with 
the I'.acts bi'licvc it has been wilfully 
mismanaged, some ev(>n going so far as 
to sny that persons in high positions 
have corruptly profilled from the mis- 
managemont. In Kastern Canada tbia 
matter, which came so closeiy home to 
U.1 here, is looked upon ns of no very 
great iinportanee. ;is consisting for Iho 
moat nf the natural errors made in ili-al- 



ing with a now problem. On the other 
hiind, take the. Druinuiond Ciuinty rail- 
road deal. This v.-as a very keen i.-^uo 
in certain parts of, the Bast, but no ono 
cared much' about it'lier'e. . We select 
thorie two matters because they have 
been very proininent in iiarliameiit dur- 
ing tlie last two years, and they show 
how nearly impossible it ia to concen- 
trato public opinion across a continent 
upon questions ot administration. The 
Laurier goveriiineiit has struck out on 
no new line of jiolicy upon wlii(di public 
opinion has been rlialieiiged: ner have 
the Con.servativo leaders given the coun- 
Iry a now political idea and asked for 
its eadoreement. It is wel' to nnder- 
stau'! this matter just as it is, l"iu- the 
e.-cislencc of tlie conditions menticmed 
imposes special duticvs upon the voters. 

In the absence of great issues ii> oc- 
(Uiiv public attention thorp is always 
danger that one minor evil after another 
may cree|) in until the wlude body p->li- 
lie is hmu-ycombed with misruh?. Acts 
of nailadininistration, small lu them- 
selves, are likely to accumulate uu.il 
they overburdpa the state, lleuce the 
duty for vigilance is greater now than 
at times when largi' iinestionr; occupy 
lh(> public mind. Large iiuestitais create 
public sentiuieiit and voters are astute 
ID see that they are rightly handled; but 
when no problon's of national magnitude 
in-eseni iheios'lvcs for SDlntion. indif- 
ference and .ip.iihy prevail and gross 
abuscri are certain to increase. '1 he 
Conservative party has boon closcdy 
itlentified with the welfare of Canada 
ft-Diii the foundiition of the rnimi to the 
present day. What Canada is site is be- 
l■al:^e "f the policy of the Conservative 
party. 'I'licre is mU a phase of our poli- 
tical life that docK not owe lis existence 
and vitality to the Con.oprvativp party. 
This party has never boon what lis name 
otymologically implies, for while thai is 
Conservative its policy lias been pro- 
gr<'ssivc. I?ut its progress ha« been o« 
well-matured lines. It has never givpn 
the country a mushroom policy intended 
to <'ateli votes. Hence wo do not ex- 
Iiect that it will devise somethiip.' new 
merely to gain temporary popularity. It 
cannot afford to do this, for to do so 
w.iuhl be to 1)0 false to ilf; record. When 
the opportunity occurs we may feel cim- 
liilent that this great iiariy will prove 
tMpial to the emergency. I'or the pre- 
sent il ninsl kei'ii together. It lonsl not 
.•iIIdw itself to lie lulled into inactivity. 
It lias a great work to do in the pv.dii- 
tion of thp problems whlcb we have in- 
dicated above. The present era of dul- 
ness cannot long exist. Stirring times 
are not far ahead in the political arena; 
when if the Couf^ervativo party proves 
itself true to its principles and traditions 
it will give Canada a new impetus and 
cement more firmly than I'vm- the falirii', 
which the great leaders of the party 
founded. '

."Mr. I''nnnin w.as l]orn in llie year 
IS".!) in tb<. backwDoils of Kenipville, 
l>nl.. wbi're be imssed his boyhood. 
Prom early life he was fi>nd of the 
woods and wilds, and cared more for 
the lessons to be learned from the book 
of nature than for Ihosi- taught in ibe 
conn try stdiools. T.y the time he bad 
allained manhood he was not only well 
.icipminteil with the ways of the birds 
and Iie.-ists of his ii.alive country, but 
w.is alsfi a goDil practical woodsman. 

In (he year 18(12 lame the news of 
the discovery of gold in the wonderful 
Cariboo region, which drew to northern 
British Columbia so great a number of 
old miners and of young men wdio 
wiM-e wooing forluuc. ()n(> of these 
v\!is young Fannin, who that year 
joined a party which proposed to nmke 
on fool the journey across the great 
plains and the Itocky Mmmtains to the 
P.acilic Const. They loft Fort flarry— 
now- "Winnipeg— which was tiien the 
la^l white setlleinenl. and ' from there 
the iiarry m.ade its slow way over the 
v.-ist unexplored Northwest. Thoy 
crossi'd the Itocky mountains at tlio 
Teto ,Iaiine Pass and proceeded down 
th,: west slope to a point near Fort 
George, on the Frascr river. The long 
journey had not boon without its tlan- 
gers, its ditllculties and its hardships, 
but at last, after four months, it was 
safely completed, and the pioneers felt 
that now the fortunes thoy had longod 
for were really within their gr.-isp. 

In Fannin's Judgment the season was 
then too late to Start in to the mines, 
and while some members decided to go 
thillier at pnce, he with five compan- 
ions proceeded to Fort Kamloops, on 
(lie Thompson river, which they reached 
October 11. The" following spring be 
wont to the mines and cast in his lot 
with the gold seekers of Williams creek, 
the richness ot which 'made fortuuo.s 
fiu- many during the next two .years.

-Ml these Journeyings, however, hail 
given him a great knowledge of the 
province, and on more than one occa- 
sion he was fsent into the interior by 
tin' government on exploring expedi- 
titMis to acquire information on particu- 
lar sulijeets, iMore than twenty years 
ago he settled down on Burrnrd Inlet, 
where is now the town of Hastings. 
\\ that time Hastings consisted nf n 
hotel and thri>i' cabins, while Vaaeen- 
ver was nut. Here Kanniii hunted ami 
lislied anil collected birds and nianiinals, 
and ill the colnnins of V^oresi ami 
Stream lie has left many delightful 
memorials ef the years spent on Bur- 
rard Inlet, He was !i remarkably skil- 
ful hunter and a particularly gonil shot, 
and as this eanie to be known, little by 
litth', he was often asked li.v sportsmen 
at a <lislatiee to lake them intfi the 
mounlains and hunt wi(h them, .\s a 
Inmler he \v;is extremely sucei'ssr\il ; 
yet frnin the point of view of the mere 
Imnter not alv.ays so, for snmetimes 
when looking for game he would be- 
come intiM-ested in some fe,ct in natural 
histor.v in wliii'h a bird, er a friig, or a 
bug. was VoneermMl. and would become 
so absorbed in thi^ doings of the small 
creatures that lie would pay no atten- 
tion to the game which he was sup- 
posi'd to be following. 

Twelve years ago the government ot 
British roliiiiibia decided to establish a 
provincial nniseutn, and for the enter- 
prise secured the services of Mr, 
I'-.-mnin. He started nt work in a 
small apartment in the provincial build- 
ings, and in the first .vear made such 
n showing ns necpssitnted nn enlarge- 
lupnt of the quarters. The tltlrd year 
the collections were removed to larger 
liremisPH, and bpgnn to assume such 
proportions X]mt in 1S97 a large wing 
of the now and magnificent pnblic 
buildings wore fitted up solely as a 
museum, which is now considered ono 
of the finest of its size in America, 

Here may . bo sopn the workmanship 
of Mr, Fannin, which is acknowdedged 
to be equal if not in some respects 
sep<'rior to others perhaps claiming 
;;realer pretensions, l'''ive years ago 
the govorninent, in recognition of his 
servi(^es. paid the deserved compliment 
of sendiuL' him to Biirope and the 
T!iiiled States, to infonii himself as to 
anything new in his art, as well as to 
the working of modern museums. 

Mr, I''nnnin has boon for twelve 
.years a valued associate member of the 
.\merican Ornithologists' Union, Ho is 
now in his fiixtieth year, halo and 
hearty. He is devoted to the institu- 
tion of his own creation, of which ho 
may be justly proud. 

Personally Mr. F.annin is one of the 
very salt of the earth, full of interest 
and eiitlnisii.sm in his chosen line of 
wiu'k. nn admirable story toller, and 
possessed of a koen sense of humor. 
.No more delightful companion than ho 
can bo iniau'ined. either for the hunting 
camp or fur the modern laboratory 
which it is hoped that ho may long 
adorn.

They are also due to your 
eorre.simndent "Italepayei-" for his clear 
and couvluclng letter In your Sunday Is- 
sue. 1 wish liu bud stgueii bis name to his 
letter. Had •'Batepayer" been a close per- 
sonal fHciid of mine he could not have ex- 
.pressod blmself more in accordance with 
my idea on tbe sublect, and I should liuvo 
'Ventured to expound my views, but was de- 
terred by tbe fear that, being a very heavy 
TStepayer, some might ihlnlj that I was 
InUueuccd by the dread of increased rates, 
necessarily involved in carrying out this 
scheme. 

Tbe city is now In debt about one and 
one-half millions. The bridge suits will 
add, I imagine, another quarter million. 
The Sorby schomo. If adopted, will ailil to 
till' debt another live lullllons, which will 
have to t)e paUl oil' sonic day. No slnkiu^' 
fund has been provhlcil for In the scheme, 
but a reliance upon land sales on the har- 
bor front of 1-0 acres to meet 'his vast 
inilehlcdncss. To show the folly of this 
reliance, we have only to consider that the 
total aasessed value of Victoria iaiul unci 
buildings Is only 11 nilllioiis; that \lc- 
torla dates from IS.jS and has au area of 
about 3,000 acres.

W. \V. B. i.lclnnes lia.s recently intro- 
duced in the Coniinons, reached Victoria 
yesterilay evening, and show the lueas- 
nre in <iuestion to be virtuallj- a duplica- 
tiiai of the Natal Act, which the colonial 
secretary liad intimated would be ac- 
ceptable to the home authorities. Ex- 
emptions are provided for persons in 
possession of (Special certitii'titcs, persons 
of a class whose iiiiniigration into Can- 
ada is made by law or b.v a schemo ap- 
proved by goveriiiiient, persons ctipeciiil- 
ly I'xeniiiteil by writing under the hand 
of tlie Minister of the Interior, Iler 
Majesty's land and naval forcen, the of- 
licers itnd crew of any ship of war of 
any government, ormcmbera of the corps 
diplomatiin'.e, their families and at- 
taches.

Whereas, tho Trustees are desirous of 
forming a company (hereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose ot acqulrln;; and operating the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway and ot exteaillug 
the same Into the business part of the 
City of Victoria, and also if found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some convenient iinrijor north of SIdiie.v; 
for the purpiK-ie of establlsliliig nnd operat- 
ing a ferry system between yidiiey or tlie 
teriniuus of such extension on the Kaaiilcli 
Peninsula and some coiivculeiif point on 
the Mainland of Itrltish Coiuiiilda, south of 
tlie Fraser river am! north of the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for tiie purpose

A'ancouver, Feb. ikJ.— The 'longshore- 
men's strike' against the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Co. has assumed internn- 
tioiial iinportaiico. The steanisliip com- 
pniiy brought over .11 .•Vinorican 'long- 
shorenieu iiud loinlcd the largest lot of 
freight over taken out ot here by this 
couniany's steumcrs,' by keeping the 
American 'longshoremen on board and 
putting their crew on shore. Mayor 
fJardeu and the Amorioiui consul wore 
asked to interfere. Mayor Giinlon 
asked Consul Dudley how he road tlio 
intoruati<inat law regarding aliens. 
Constd Dtidley replied that he woiild 
wire Wnshingtou for instructions. The 
point nt issue is, can .\nieri<'aii 'loug- 
shoroincn he employed by contract to 
load fanadinn freight in an Auicrican 
bottom, if they stay on board their ship 
and (1(1 not land on Canadian soil? 
Two meetings were held to-day, but 
neither side has given in. The first 
meeting was hotwpon Superintendent 
Trowbridge of the steamship company 
nnd the strikers' representatives, at the 
resideiico of the United States consul. 
Superintendent Trowbridge .says that if 
the authorities interfere with his em- 
ploying men he brings from Seattle, he 
will give Vancouver the go-by altogether 
and have the freight transshipped at 
New AVliatcdin. 

]?eiijainin Douglas, one of the oldest 
residents of New Westminster, is dead 
of paralysis. lie was a ver.v early pio- 
neer and identified with the history ot 
the province, particularly Yale and New 
WcRtuiinstor, and at one time was one 
of the most prominent business men on 
■the Mainland of I'ritish Columbia.

In the police court yesterday before 
.Mugititrate Hull, the charge of libel 
prepared by the crown againBt George 
Sheldon Williams, said charge growing 
out of the publication in the Kamluops 
Standard of January 11 latit of an ar- 
ticle attacking the Lieutenant-Governor, 
was dismissed, the court holding that 
the evidence for the prosecution was 
insiilllcieut to warrant him iu sending 
tlic ease to a higher court 

In clovsing the preliminary hearing two 
new witnesses were examined, W. G. 
Workman of Ivamloops, for the proise- 
i iitiou, and Harry Morton, for the de- 
fence. 

\V, G. Workman testified that he -wds 
a printer by trade and was employed in 
that capacity from April, 1808, until 
after New Year's. Ho recognized a 
copy of the Kandoops Standard of .lan- 
uary 11, and swore to having "set ti])" 
ill type a portion of the article whicli 
apiicars in that isMue and which con- 
st itutcs the allcge(i ilefamatory liiicL 

.\lr. .McLean endeavored to elicit from 
tlic wiliieSf* inftu'iuiition as to whetlicr 
the c(i|iy which he had before liini on 
thai occasion resembled in appearance 
tile hand-writing or manuscript produced 
in court, signed ••Observer," which two 
wituesscri swore was the handwriting 
of the defendant. 

.Mr. AN'alls objected to tlie witness be- 
ing (iiiicitioneil on this pniiil, uoiUend- 
iiig tlial witness could not give evi- 
dence wliieli would be valuable inas- 
iiuicli as he had not the original manu- 
script before liini. A Uuig legal argu- 
ment ensued on this point. 

-Mr. .McLean explained that tlie iirone- 
cuiiou liad iiiadt! every effort possible to 
get hold of tlie original iiianu.script, but 
as it had been either lost or destroyed 
the only thing wari to endeavor to estab- 
lish ;ind prove it possible that it wa>: in 
the handwriting of defendant AVilliains. 
This, he thought, could be fairly done 
by a coiuparisou by witness of the hand- 
writing ns he remembered it with the 
handwriting of the manuscript before 
him. He contended that this evidence 
was certainly receivable. 

The court had some doubt about it 
and looked up authorities, finally ruling 
it was not admissible. 

The examination then continuing, wit- 
ness said the signature at the bottom 
of the letter which he had "set up" wan 
•■Observer." 

.Mr. Walls contended that this point 
was not one on which the evidence of 
the witness was material or admissible, 
lis it had been shown that all letters 
from Victoria appeared over the nom de 
Illume of "Observer." 

Kurther examination of the witnctis re- 
sulted iu liiiji testifying tlial he bad 
•'set up" two or three letters signed '•Ob- 
server," tiiid that, the woid "Observer" 
apiieared in the f;ame hanWwriting us the 
body of the letters. ili> understood 
that Mr. Sarel was editor of the paper. 

II. L. Morton, proiirietor of the Gar- 
rick's Head saloon, wan next called, for 
tin- defence. lie remembered Williar 
the d((renilant, and \Vardeu having 
talk on the subject ot the libel suit 
his place on tlu! night of the day 
which the matter was brought up in the 
house. Warden had been looking ^ 
Williams all evening and succeeded 
meeting him in his place a'. 1 a.m. When 
Warden met William.i he had sail 
the latter: ••You have gut yourself into 
!i nice lix," or words to that efCeet, men- 
tioning what had been done in the house 
Williams laughed and replied: '•What 
has that got to do with me';" Williams 
denied writing the alleged libellous let- 
ter. Warden then said: "You knon- 
you wrote it." Williams then called 
Warden a liar. He (witncsf^i had al- 
ways heard Williams deny it, when 
HpoUcn to about it. 

Mr. Walls then eross-examhiod the 
witness hrielly, but no new point de- 
veloped, and Mr. Walls proceeded to 
sum up for the defence. He contended 
that not one tittle of evidence had been 
liroduced fixing the authorship of the 
article on the defendant Williams. The 
major porition of the evidence which "the 
prosecution had fiuhmitted was, he 
claimed, inadmissible and of no value. 
It had been contended by his learned 
friend that Sarel was a ho-tle witness, 
lie did not think so; and pointed to the 
fact that Sarel had consented to go to 
Kamloops and search for the missing 
nianuscrijit wlieu hi^ had not, necesstir- 
ily,to (io so if he objix.'t(.'tl, -He likened the 
prcricnt case to the cel(^brated Dreyfus 
affair, drawing a parallel between" the 
evidence regarding handwriting submit- 
ted in both instances. IJocunients liad 
lieen imt in signed "01)s(>rver." A jiur- 
tion of these Sard had thought to be in 
his handwriting, tb'Uigh one witness bad 
Hworn they were in WiUianis'. lie did 
not ((insider th(> evidence of the wilnes^s 
who contended for the latter of inneh 
value. But at any ra\^t the documents 
had notliiiiK whatever to do with the 
charge of liliei, an piiblic:iti()n had not 
even been [iroved. As for the witnesses 
th(? prosecution had brought from Kaiii- 
loojis, be was puzzled to know why they 
had ever been brought down. .Mr. 
Walls cloned with a fioniewbat uncoin- 
plinieut.iry reference to iIh,- actions of 
the witness Warden in the case. 

.Mr. Mcl^ean in summing iiii for the 
prosecution, defended V/arden from the 
charges preferred against him by couii- 
.sel for the defence. He had not slated 
facts, but mere surmises. He, explain- 
ed how he had come to hear of Warden 
knowing anything bearing on the case. 
He did not come to the crown and of- 
fer to give evidence. He was subpoena- 
ed in the regular way. He therefore 
thought his evidence should hare weighl. 

In regard to Mr. Walls' contention 
that publication had not been proved, 
Mr. McLean quoted authorities support- 
ing him in his contention that the point 
had been stilliciently proved by the evi- 
dence of I'rovincial Librarian .Schole- 
lield, who received a copy of the paper 
containing the alleged lihollous urticie in 
the regular way. He thought that the 
(^•idence clearly connected Williams 
with t!ie libel, though the proof waH not 
absohiti! in the absence of tlu; missing 
nianuseript ' ' . . - . 



dence had been submitted to send the 
case to a jury. 

In regard to the evidence of the wit- 
ness Sarel, he was n hostile witness- 
he had sworn it. He had said: "I 
can : show you. very clearly what is 
mak-ing me hostile." The whole tenor 
of his, evidence was hostile. As re 
gards his" evidence in its entirety 
wherever he 'found ilnything in favor of 
the prosecution, he thought it very im- 
portant comuig from a hostile witness. 
SuUleient had been ascertained upon 
•which a jury could base a conviction. 
Sarel in his own evidence stated he was 
there in the ofhce of the Kamloops 
Standard on the 11th .lanuary and re- 
sponsible for the appearance of the de- 
famatory letter. It was lietore him and 
he made an addition to it, inserting a 
paragraph at the end^ of the letter. 
The manuscript which was produced 
showed that clearly, bearing out th(> 
witness' evidence. He also admitted 
having accepted the article in its en- 
tirely. The proseculion had then pro- 
duced the- man who had " set it tip." 
This witness swore that the signature 
" Observer " was not kept standiu,; in 
the omce, to be aihlod to all Victoria 
letters. The nom de plume " Ob- 
server " was shown to be the regidar 
signature of the regular correspondent 
at Victoria. Docs Snrel ' know ■who 
that correspondent is? He submitted 
that he did. He has written letters to 
Williams and has got answers to the 
same. He says he might ba.ve had GO, 
yet he iould not tell his handwriting ! 
Who was the Victoria correspondent of 
the Standard who wrote over the signa- 
ture "Observer"'; On the eviilciic(> 
Rllbmitted a jury would say it was Wil- 
liams. Nowhere in his evidence will hi' 
deny it. The authorship of the article 
nt best narrowed dov.ii to Williams and 
Sarel. He siihinitted that it wa.s 
proven that " Observer " was AVillianis, 
as Sarel at one place in his evidence 
had said that if he had known anything 
about the article he would not have put 
it in. Sarel had been asked: '■ Did 
anyone else under the iiaiue of 'Ob- 
server • write ycu in .la iiua ry lie 
bad replied " mvsclf." So it is between 
liimsclf and Williams. He {"Slv. .Mc- 
Lean) hiid alluded to Williams being a 
volunteer. He had done that for a very 
good reason. In the libelhais article 
was a sentence stating that the writer 
had attended several funelious in the 
cap.Tcity of a guard of honor. So this 
(its Williams. Then Williams nnd 
.Sarel meet. It was a fair inference 
from what passed betweiMi the two that 
Williams wrote the article. Sarel had 
said: ■• Ilelhil I hear you've been ac- 
cused of writing that article."" Does 
he deny it'.'' No but his silence is an 
admission that he did it. The two 
hud several conversations, but on no 
occasion did he deny being the author 
nf the letter; William's' handwriting 
had been clearly identified by two wit- 
nesses, -whose evidence was sound. 
Mr. McLean dosed by contending that 
a case had been made out warranting 
defendant's committal for trial. 

Magistrate Hall in giving his decision 
held that the evidence was not sufficient 
to warrant A committal, and accused 
was dismiased. 

The preliminary hearing of the case 
against C. Wentworth Sarel was taken 
ui) in the pollee court at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday aftcrn6on, but adjourned until 
to-morrow, after a number of witnesses 
for the prosecution bad been examined, 
in order to allow accused an opportunity 
to get counsel. 

Before opening the cose, Mr. Sarel 
asked for a change of venue to Kam- 
loops, as this course would make it 
more convenient for hiinself and wit- 
nesses. 

The court held that it had no power 
to grant his reijuest. 

.Mr. Sarel also asked that the evi- 
dence bo taken in long hand instead of 
short-hand, contending that he had been 
iiiisreported in the Williams case. 

.M..;::: tr"'" Hall did not see any iii- 
accuracie.s in the olllcial rejiorter's 
notes. 

I'rovincial Librarian Scholefield testi- 
fied to receiving a coiiy of the Kam- 
loops Standard eoiitaiuing the libellous 
article, in the regular way. 

tieorge Young, of Kamloops, the next 
witness, was brielly examined. He pre- 
sumed that Sarel wa.s the editor of the 
.Stiindard. Very often copy gets in the 
Iiai)er without Sard's knowledge, and 
on occasions the paper had gone to press 
without any editing at all. He had 
known the press to be stopped nnd mat- 
ter considered too " hot " lifted and 
other matter substituted. 

Superintendent Hussey testified to 
having met .Sarel iu tlie lobby of the 
legislature iift^r the accused had been 
served with a summons in the Williams 
ease, and Sarel hiUl told him they " had 
got after the wrong man." lie was 
responsible for it and should have been 
charged. He had communicated this 
to Mr. McLean soon ofterwards, as he 
thought it right that he should know. 

The hearing was adjourned until 11 
o'clock this innriiing.
